The address was p.-e- 
cceded \>y tho usual dinner, .after 
which . Professor X. ; X. Evans, ot the 
Department of .Chemistry' at McGIII 
University, was tehdcrçd an appre- 
ciation ot his 54 years of service on 
the staff. 

Dr. Harold lllbbert km In' the chair 
a.nd introduced tho '' speaker ot the 
evening aa the outstanding authority 
on the' subject In Canada. Tho subject 
of llio address w.is, "ricscarch AVork 
ot the Biological Board of Canada." 

Dr. Huntsman is a Canadian. .He 
graduated from Toronto, B.A. '05; 
and M.B. '07. A Fellow of the Hoyal 
Society of Canada — President of Sec- 
tion V In 192B. Ho is at present Pro- 
fessor of Marine Blologi', Toronto — 
Director of the Atlantic Biological 
Stfitton at .'St. Andrew's, . N.B., and 
Director of the Atlixntto Experimental' 
Station for Fisheries at Halifax, and 
h.ia published many iiapers on the 
biology of marine animals. 

Before the lecture commenced' the 
Chairman drew tho attention of those 
present to 'the fact that The Right 
Honorable I.onl Meieliett, F.U.K., 
President of tlie Society, had died 
since tho Last nieetlns. 1'Iic nicnibers 
rose and observed a few monieiilH 
silence in memory ot their .former 
Illustrious member. .

When Mon- 
sclsneur died h>? left all his belong- 
ings to the hcspltal, and the greater 
part of this furniture still remains. 
Tho tables dating b.ack to the end of 
the 17th century are of dark hard- 
wood and .it Is interesting to note that 
the pewter pots and platters were 
mado in C.mnda. "Loaving tho Re- 
fectory wo como to tho corridor whose 
plaster walls contrast favorably with 
the dark wood ot the staircase, one 
of the finest in the Province," said 
tlic ?poai<or.

Examination time has come around 
once again, and with it we may expect the 
seasonal cries of professors that, due to 
poor handwriting, they experience diffi- 
culty in correcting examination papers. 
Every year we are sure to hear these com- 
plaints. We even go so far as to sympa- 
thize with the professors. But what is the 
reason that most students fn a University 
have poor handwriting? 

We have one answer to this question. 
Professors will talk at a break-neck speed, 
or inaudibly when lecturing. The consci- 
encious student, and the majority of stu- 
dents are consciencious, tries to take down 
all the lecturer has to say. Consequently 
the rapid rate at which he is forced to 
write brings about bad outlines and the 
result is a poor iiandwriting. 

The average rate of speaking is be- 
^tween 100 and 120 words per minute, 
while a student cannot write more than 
40 or 50 words a minute in longhand — a 
rate that he cannot keep up for more than 
"ten minutes. As a result it is no wonder 
that students write illegibly. 

A student who leaves the high or pre- 
paratory school has by far a better hand- 
writing than an upper year student. The 
longer he remains in the University the 
-^^jhore illegible his handwriting becomes. 
We have ojily solution to offer to this 
problem and this is that professors make 
an attempt to speak more slowly and more 
audibly at lectures. We know it is diffi- 
cult for a professor to be both a pedago- 
gue and a lecturer at the same time. We 
feel, however, that this can be done and 
•that it should be done. After all it must 
be remembered that the lectures are given 
mainly for the benefit of students and tliat 
they are the ones who profit by them.

WHY STUDENTS CRITICIZE 

student government and student officialdom 
have often been themselves tho subject of attack 
because they attack so much. "Immaturity" Is tho 

epithet most often applied to student opinion, and 
"ill-considered" used most concerning student 
action. 

It seems certain that crilicism 1» the one ele- 
ment In which the avorago oollcgo student finds 
himself most at home. He directs his attention al- 
most exclusively to the things which ho wants 
changed. Ignores ihose which he favors. But that 
In Itself does not argue Immaturity, but rather 
argues that somewhere and somehow that student 
has been taught to view any set standard with sus- 
picion. 

In the twolvo years or more of training before 
the college takes Its hold on tho ^incoming fresh- 
man, theories havo been taught as postulates and 
axioms. Ulementary and secondary schools usually 
Insist that controversial subjects not be taught; or 
if they be tauglil, that dogmatlu Instructions be 
given for finding ono certain answer. College 
changes all this. No professor or collegian needs 
more than tho reminder that nearly all college 
course» teach that the old ways are bad, that the 
new ones ore good. 

Democracy, religion, love, politics, grammar, 
morals — who can but admit that new beliefs con- 
cerning them are more strikingly and convincingly 
presented than the old? And who could expect that 
this reversal in respect for founding fathers and 
anchored customs would lead to other than reac- 
tion in the student himself — reaction against all 
things old and established? 

Naturally, then, the easiest way out of the whirl- 
pool which these opposed currents bring into col- 
lege life Is tho establishment of Individual belief 
and suspicions both ot the new and tho old. 

Whether these individual beliefs are immature 
or not immature depends on the student himself. 
But criticism of student desire for change, of tho 
continual youth movement, should recognize that 
students do not only oppose everything they depre- 
cate but they tacitly approve everytlilng they say 
nothing about. 

And, surely, there are many thlngv they say 
nothing about.

Students who oro careless in keeping up an ac

University City 
Beginning with tho avonuo Porte 
D'Orloans and running along the beau- 
tiful Park Montsourls is tho Bcwlevard 
Jourdaii. It Is along this boulevard 
that a now llltio community Is being 
planted. "Ija CIto Universitaire" Is 
ils name. Tho purpo.so of this city is 
to house and shelter students o£ \-ari- 
ous nationalities who come to Piu-Is to 
drink' from' lis 'fountain' of learning. 
■ The "Cite Universitaire" Is but seven 
yoars old. ITet tho progress In growth 
that this lilllo comniunily ot Intel 
Icctuals has made is really astound 
Ing. One can not help but admire this 
Idealistic, useful and worthwhile en- 
terprise. Paris has always had an 
enormous flock of students entering 
Its gates, and ono has to say wltli 
admiration for Franco and its capita! 
that the portal leading to tho altar 
aro open to practically every one re 
gardless of color, race or creed. To 
house that great number of mbllious 
"ouths wn-s quite (i problem. Now th 
difficult problem- has almost been 
solved. . '•> ' ' 

Established By Gift 
Credit for this brilliant enterprise Is 
duo to tho late Bmlle ai)d Louise 
Dcutch dc la Meurthe. This old couple, 
Jews at heart and French In sph'.t 
did credit to Franco in general and 
to tho Jev.-s of Franco in particular, 
by contributing a part of their weal''' 
for the purpose of setting up a number 
of- structures which wbre to housf 
French students from the province 
who camo to study In Paris. The 
"Foundation Emllo ct Louise Deutch 
de la Meurthe" was completed In 1923 
It presents a beautiful set ot houses 
built In a Gothic stylo and arranged 
In a square the center of which con- 
' stitutos a sizable campus with trees 
"and fountains. All of this furn- 
ishes an inspiring atmosphere for 11k 
student youth. The rooms are spacious 
with livrgo window.s and all modern im- 
provements. Tliey n.ro simply but com 
fortably turnlsl\cd and i)resent a vv>ry 
ngroeablo corner for rest and study.

]''ollowlng tlio cxaniplo of the fnmouf 
clt'Kcn of li's neighboring country, a 
wealthy Helgian Jew, BIcrman l.iu.potro 
by name, b't'lt n foundation for the 
"olglan students on the snmc Boule- 
vard .loil.ilaii suiiii'wlial East of lli< 
l''rencli 8'vi:cliireH.

'WalltInK from Porto d'Orlcans down 
Boulevard Jotirdan tho visitor Is Im- 
pressed by tho variety of color and 
difference In structural design which 
these various buildings havo to offer. 
Each respective "foundation" bears 
characteristics of the archltccturo of 
Its own country and one can not help 
but admiro that unlquo city-lntcrna' 
llonal In iippcaranco. In thn character 
of Its inhabitants, in language and in 
spirit. 

At present more th.an -liOOO students 
find shelter In tho foundation of their 
respective countries at a price, which 
is practically" nll.Jîn comparison with 
that ot tho chtfapest of hotels, and 
with service that tho average hotel 
dweller might well envy. None ot these 
establishments aro run for profit 
TlVclr chai'go Is just enough to cover 
the cost of upkeep. 

Univerilty Restaurant. 
Another interesting feature of tho 
Cite Universitaire is tho re.staurant in 
wlilcli food ia served to students at 
cost price. It is thero that the Turk 
and' tho Greek, tho Japanese and the 
American, the German and tho Slav, 
the Frenchman and tho Italian, the 
Egyptian and tho .Syrian, the Porto 
nican and the Pliilippino, tho Chinese 
and tho Armenian, among all of whom 
one can find the Jew from anywhere 
and everywhere,— It Is to that place 
tliat they all come to cat and drink 
and be merry. Just to see that restau 
rant at dinner or supper time la 
sight In itself. One sees members of 
the Negro, the Tellow and "White races 
reprcsontatlvds oC vartoua religions 
and sects. He hears them converse 
in any and every language In exls 
tence. Tho Restaurant Provisoire 
presents more than a League of Na- 
tions. It is the gathering at the 
Tower of Biyjel, with tho exception 
that French can be used as tho lan- 
guage to obviate tho Babel difficulty. 

The idea of setting up a city of that 
sort found its roots In the soil of Ideal- 
ism. It was thought by its originators 
that by bringing the intellectual elite 
of the various countries together, a 
spirit of friendship, amity and co- 
operation would l>e created among the 
future leaders of the states and this 
In turn would contribute to interna- 
tional good will and peace. Whether 
that will bo so remains to bo. seen. 
The fact Is that representatives o( 
tho various countries that have a 
sizable student youth In Paris ore 
actually building bigger foundations 
than tho French. That certainly Is a 
more wliolesome rivalry than tho one 
ot building armaments. 

Situated In Park 
The Clio Universitaire will eventu- 
ally provide for. all its residents a 
largo and beautiful, park, playing 
fields for various outdoor sports, a 
central building with an auditorium, 
library, smoking and reading rooms 
and other services of common Inter- 
est to the residents ot all the various 
foundations. 

Thus the liujie e.vpressed on marble 
on tlio wall of tlie I'avllllou Central 
by Emile Deutcho de la ^leurtlio Is 
gradually being realized. Those few 
words aro worth being quotod In con- 
cluding thl.i article. 

"Ainsi aura cie allume un .foyer dc 
culture franchise ct huihain, ou trois 
inlllo étudiant», venus de tout iiays, 
pourvus do livres, de soleil nt do plein 
air, rapproches dans une emulation af- 
fectueuse ct faisant honneur a la plus 
vieille université do l'Europe travail- 
leront do concert auN perfectionne- 
ment harmonieux de leur csplrlt et 
do leur corp.s, nu progress do la .scl- 
enno ot a î'entonte de leurs nations". 

Translated Into English this para- 
graph reads as follows: 

"Thus will have ueen lit a new torch 
of French and human culture, to 
which threo thousand atudenta, hav- 
ing como from various countries, pro- 
vided with books, sunlight and fresh 
air, coming together In a friendly 
spirit and doing honor to tho oldest 
university In Europe, will work In 
accord for the perfection of their mind 
and body, for the progress ot science 
and for tho friendly cooperation of 
their respeotlve nations".

for her choice of pilots? 

All 1 i-nu .'>ay to yo\i In my defence Is, yours the w!lo for having me, 
J dare ^.'ly yuu could Mill get out ot it, for 1 qucsllon v,lictbor Kdlnburgh 
h.18 iiskod Wlillolialls permission to elect ii Chancellor. My anxiow.s de 
^Iro is to follow — very humbly as needs must — In the ways of niy ilUifitrlous 
predecessor, Lord Balfour.

Since that small beginning — Edin- 
burgh of a daughter— the University 
haa risen nobly tu tho grapple; she 
has acarched tho world tor the best 
everywhere to incorporate it in her 
own.

Ami now .so much has been 
accompU.Mhcil tluil one may ask what 
remains to do. It is easier to cry. "On- 
ward" than to .say wlilther. '\Vo might 
SO onward till wo got clean out of 
Scotland. Jlany ot our students are 
from ,icro,ss tho Border. They come 
from eveiy clvill.sed l:ind; :uul it Ij; 
our proudest coiiiiilinn ni . fur it means 
lliat they lliinlv lley yet .«uniel liing 
Iter* wMch la not to be got oloewUcrc, 



They aro all welcome so long as we 
can contain them, and so long as they 
aro satisfied that what is |)osl t^r us 
Is also best for them. But cur tinl 
vorsltlos must remain what oi:r foie- 
Ix-ars conceived with .such gvistX tra 
vail, men of tho smiddies and the 
plough, the loom and tho bothies, as 
well as scholars — thcy must remain, 
first and foremost, soniothtng to sup 
ply tho needs ot the genius ot the 
Scottish people. 

Those needs aro that every child 
bom into this country should .is far 
s possible have an equal chance. The 
words ".13 far as possible'" tarnish 
tho yplondid hope, and they wcro not 
In the original dream. Some day \vc 
may bo a.blo to cast them out. It Is 
by ]3ducatlon, though not merely In 
the smallest moaning ot tho word, 
that the chanco'is to bo got. Since 
tho war variou.": nations have weaken- 
ed to Its being the one way out; they 
know its «lue so well that perhaps 
the only safe boast left to us is that 
we knew it first. They seem, hoiv- 
evcr. to be .-..rtting .thoul tl-.o work with 
ultimate cKijcct.<i that aro not ours. 
Their s-tiidcnt from hi.s earliest age is 
being brought up to absorb the idius 
of his political rulers. That Is th.9 all 
of !i;s education, not mcdely in hl5 
academic studio?, but in aJl his social 
life, all his mind, a'l his rolaxatlonf; 
they are In control from hiB birth, and 
he Is to emerge Into citizenship with 
rigid convictions which is trusted 
will last his lifetime. 

Loehaber No More? 
The sj-stems vary In different lands, 
l-ut that seems to be their trend, and 
1 tell you they are being carried out 
with thoroughness. Nothing can .do- 
part more from the Scottish idoa, 
which 1 take' to be to educate our men 
and women primarily not tor their 
country's good but tor their own, not 
so much to teach them wha,l t« think 
how to tliink, not preparing them 
to give us little trouble as possible In 
tho future, but sending them into it 
in the hope thai they will give trou- 
ble. There Is a. small group of the 
Intelligentsia very much afraid of any 
such creed, because Us members are 
so despondent about their fellow crea- 
tures. They arc not little minds, they 
contain some of the finest brains In 
the country, but they are he gloomy 
as If this v.-ere their moulting season. 
They think ti.elr land ma.y endure a 
little longer If the new generations 
are plied with soporltlcs. All they 
a.«;< of us-', especially of youth, is a 
litiif all-round despair, Xo more talk 
irbout lii'.chlng your wagon to that 
star, l-'ow of us have wagons, and 
there axe no stars. 

How do you Dke it, you new gra- 
duates'.' Are tiio.se the resilient no- 
tions you are eui l ying away with you 
In your wallois'/ Is it Lochal>er no 
more for you? I don't believe it. Tlie 
fl:ivour cannot have gone uut of the 
peat The haggis can still charge up- 
h:!l. 1 11 tell you a secret. Have you 
an unwonted delicious feeling on the 
tops ot your heads at this moment, 
;i3 if an angel's wing had brushed 
them half an hour or .so ago? It did 
—I speak from old memory; and It 
carried with it a message from your 
university. "All hopelessness o.l^an- 
don, yc who have entered here." She 
trusts your wallets contain, n.s her 
liar!!ng gift to you, "those Instru- 
ments with which high spirits c-jII the 
future from its cradle." She hopes 
that you aro also graduating in the 
Virtues, in which, being an o]d hand 
at granting academic honors, she 
knows better than to expect more 
than a patis degree. U Is quilo possi- 
ble that your time hero has done you 
not good but harm It it has made you 
vain, for Instance, ,of your accom- 
plishments, too solemnly serious about 
their ma^'ni idc. I have seen Lord 
Haldanc sitting with his head In his 
hands because ho knew so little. Mr. 
Einstein has a morry I'ace, ho looks 
aX us almost mischievously, and no 
w'onder. 

Life's MIcsing Act. 
Has your learning tauglit you that 
envy is the most corroding of tlic 
vices, and also tho ereatest power In 
any land? Aro you .a lllf.a more icm- 
poralo in mind? Have you more 
charity? Do you follow a Utile lictter 
— say about as much as tho rest of 
u.s — tho dictates of kindness and 
trutli? you m.ay be veiy clever, de.s- 
lineil for the laurel, and havu .smiled 
.'It iho unfortunates who fought for 
hur.-snrics or to pass In, ffiilod, and 
had Iv eiv8 up lli«ir dear ambitions. 



but If their failures taught tUeni 
those.. lessons thcy may have fouiid- 
for themselves a better cduciitlun llian 
yours. 

You may discover in tho end timl 
.vour llfo is not unlike a play In three 
acts, with the second act omitted. In 
tha neatly constructed play ot the 
stage each act moves smoothly to the 
next, thc.v explain each other; hut it 
may not bo so with your.s, it Is not .so 
with many of u.s. In loss time than 
I ho|>o you now Ihink possible, for I 
would have you gay on your gradua- 
tion morning, you will bo far advanc- 
ed in tho final act.
